REQUEST TO RESCIND NOTICE OF 
ABANDONMENT AND CONTINGENT PETITION 

It is respectfully requested that the Notice of Abandonment mailed August 5, 2002 
be rescinded in the captioned application for the following reasons. 



STATEMENT OF FACTS 

The Notice to File Missing Parts was mailed for the captioned application on 
August 21, 2000. On August 30, 2000, the undersigned filed the executed Declaration 
with a transmittal and a copy of the Notice to File Missing Parts. A copy of the August 
30, 2000 transmittal, executed Declaration and Notice to File Missing Parts and post card 
receipt evidencing filing of the same are attached as Exhibit 1 . 

Unfortunately, the caption of the undersigned's August 30, 2000 transmittal 
inadvertently employed an incorrect serial number - Serial No. 09/607,065 rather than 
Serial No. 09/607,965. The undersigned's office was telephonically advised of the failure 
to submit the missing parts on May 30, 2002, but in a subsequent submission essentially 
inadvertently propagated the same typographical error in the serial number. A Notice of

copy of the Notice to File Missing Parts which bore the correct serial number, the correct 
lead inventor's name and correct fiUng date, it is requested that the US Patent Office 
kindly withdraw the notice of abandonment. 

Alternatively, Applicant respectfully petitions that the captioned appUcation be 
revived in accordance with the provisions of 37 CFR §1.1 37(b). In this regard, the 
undersigned also submits the required missing parts along with a correct transmittal and 
the petition fee of 37 CFR § 1 . 17(m). Since a check in the amount of $860.00 for the 
missing parts fee was submitted on in connection with the original submission on August 
30, 2000 and that check has already been cashed by the U.S. Patent Office (as evidenced 
by the attached copy of the canceled check) no other missing parts fees are deemed 
necessary. The undersigned further declares that the entire delay in filing the required 
reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of this grantable petition was 
unintentional. In fact, the undersigned thought that the Declaration had been filed.

It is respectfully requested that captioned appUcation be revived and reinstated as a 
pending application in accordance with the provisions of 37 CFR §1.1 37(b).
